V i e w i n g 
t h e i r 
homecoming with mixed 
emotions, four of the new

announced 
new- 
federal safety requirements 
for all non-full-size baby 
cribs 
The new 
requirem ents 
affect only non-full-size baby 
cribs, including portable 
cribs, crib-pens. specialty 
cribs, undersize cribs and 
oversize cribs, 
introduced 
into interstate com merce 
after Aug 9, 1976 
Safety requirements for 
full-size baby cribs have 
been 
in 
effect 
since 
February 1974 
According to commission 
data, last year an estimated 
6,900 injuries associated with 
baby cribs required hospital 
emergency room treatment 
Accidental falls are the most 
frequent cause of crib in­ 
juries 
The safety requirements 
for non-full-size baby cribs 
include the following: 
- The space between crib 
slats shall not exceed 2;1* 
inches (6 centimeters) This 
prevents parts of the infant’s 
body from becoming trap 
ped 
The crib mattress must 
fit tightly within the confines 
of the crib sides to prevent 
entrapment of body parts 
- The height between the 


crib mattress support in its 
highest adjustable position 
and the side rail in its lowest 
adjustable position cannot 
be less than five (5) inches 
(12.7 centimeters) to prevent 
against accidental falls. 
- The height between the 
crib mattress support in its 
lowest adjustable position 
and the side rail in its 
highest adjustable position 
cannot be less than 22 inches 
(55.9 centimeters) to guard 
against falls. 
— The hardware on the 
crib is to be designed and 
constructed to eliminate 
p i n c h i n g , 
b r u i s i n g , 


lacerating, crushing, and 
amputating during normal 
use or when subjected to 
reasonably 
foreseeable 
damage 
or 
abuse. 
All 
wooden surfaces are to be 
smooth 
and 
free 
from 
splinters. 


— No horizontal bar, ledge, 
projection or other surface 
accessible to the child inside 
the crib that could be used as 
a toehold for climbing is 
permitted. 


All non-full-size crib which 
require assembly must be 
accompanied by detailed 
instructions on how to do it.

One reason that

patient or the practitioner 
credits the treatment being 
used at the time with curing 
the disease 
Because of this,

cider, vinegar, dry climate 
or a copper wrist bracelet 
There’s also no scientific 
evidence that hot springs, 
mineral waters or a warm 
dry climate have any special 
curing value 
If you have arthritis, it’s 
especially important that 


you keep off extra pounds, so 
that you don’t put any extra 
burden on your joints But, 
often rheumatoid arthritis 
patients lose their appetite 
and become underweight or 
malnourished and anemic.

Marijuana Use 
Is Widespread

No one knows how many people use marijuana 
Estimates soar up to as many as 20 million ex­ 
perimenters with grass. In Plano 32 persons have 
already been arrested this year for possession of 
marijuana. 
Three others have been arrested for the sale of the 
weed Based on arrest reports. 76 percent of local drug 
use is marijuana 
In Texas about 71 percent of those arrested on drug 
charges are found with m arijuana, according to Dept. 
of Public Safety figures. In 1975. 23.602 persons were 
arrested for the sale or possession of marijuana and 
hashish out of 33,117 arrests. 
Marijuana is found in the flowering tops and leaves 
of the female Indian hemp plant which grows in mild 
climates around the world. The drug is obtained by 
crushing or chopping the dried leaves and flowers of 
the plant. 
It is normally smoked in “joints” or pipes although 
marijuana can be consumed in food If smoked, its 
sweetish odor of burnt rope or dried grasses is easily 
recognized. 
A police spokesman says that the effects of 
marijuana vary so widely due to its effect on the in­ 
dividual’s self-control that it can be either a stimulant 
or depressant 
Usually, when smoked, the drug takes effect within 
15 minutes of the first inhalation and lasts from two to 
four hours. Often the first effect is restlessness 
followed by an increased sense of well-being 
A mild euphoria or high is often reported with 
illusory expansion of time and space, a more vivid 
sense of touch, sight, smell, taste and sound. 
The most obvious physical reactions include rapid 
heartbeat, lowering of the body tem perature and 
sometimes reddening of the eyes Medical authorities 
also report that the drug changes blood sugar levels, 
stimulates the appetite and dehydrates the body. 
There is nothing in marijuana itself that produces a 
need to use other drugs, according to authorities. 
However, some people do go on to experiment with 
other drugs, possibly because experimenting with one 
drug makes people a little less hesitant about ex­ 
perimenting with others. 
The body does not become dependent on the con­ 
tinued use of marijuana, but many medical resear­ 
chers think it can cause psychological dependence if 
used regularly. 
The marijuana experience is different to every 
person but police sources remind that the drug can 
have startling effects. 
EMOTIONS change rapidly. 
ATTENTION is dulled. 
MEMORY is impaired 
THOUGHT becomes dreamlike with the delusion 
that the thinking is better. 
UNFOUNDED suspicions may develop accompanied 
by anxiety. 
PANIC states have been noted with users taking 
actions which injure themselves. 
ARREST may prevent young people from pursuing 
their chosen careers.
